Dur Officers and Miniſters whereloever, with in their ſeveral Jurisdictions and Offices, from time to 
tune to mate diligent ſearch fox all Males, Bongers, and other Carriages of all ſuch diſallowed and unli- 
cenced Car cyers and Meſſengers, 02 other ſuſpected perſons, carrying Pacquets oꝛ Letters from place to 
place, wichin Our ſaid Realms and Dominions, oꝛ coming in oꝛ going out of this Realm, to oz from any 
other Ki'agdoms oꝛ Countreys, contrary to the Tenoz of the ſaid Act of Parliament, and the Rights: and 
Pz:viledges of the Poit-Maſter General therein declared and eſtabliſhed ;, and to ſeize all and every ſuch 
Males and Pacguets of Letters, which (hall be found in the hands of perſons, not having lawful War- 
rant oꝛ Autyozity from Our Poſt⸗Maſter General koꝛ the time being to carry the lame; andthe ſaid Males 
o Pacquets of Letters, together with the names of the perſons ſo as afozeſaid pzeſuming to convey them, 
unmediately to ſend up, and certifie to our Pziby Council. And We do further Will and Command, That 
all Letters and Pacquets that all be bzonghte to any Pozt-Town within Our Dominions, oꝛ any the 
Members thereof, by the Maſter ol any Ship oz Ueſſel, oꝛ any his Company oꝛ Paſſengers therein (other 
then ſuch Letters as are in the ſaid Act , 02 may be ſent by common known Carryers, oꝛ by a Friend 
in manner as in the laid Act is expꝛeſled) all by ſuch Maſter, Paſſenger, 02 other perſon ve foꝛthwith de- 
livereduntothe Deputy oꝛ Deputies: only of the Poſt-Maſter General foꝛ the time being, appointed foz.the 
ſaid Po2t-Town, and by him oꝛ them to be ſens Poſt to the General Letter Office, to be delivered accoꝛding 
to the ſeveral and reſpective directions of the ſame, accozding tothe Purpoꝛt and Intent of the ſaid Act of
